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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's Amendment has been examined. Claim 5 is cancelled. Claims 1,6, 7, 11, 
12, 18, 19, and 20 are amended. Claims 1-4 and 6-20 are pending. 

1. Applicant's Amendment is persuasive in part. The pertinent rejections and 
objections from the prior office action are incorporated herein. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is merely a recitation of 
claim 1 and lacks a narrative format. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
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MPEP §2172.01. The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: Pursuant to 
claim 1, the relation between eliminating footprint variations and the remainder of the 
claim 1. Footprint variations cannot be eliminated where there is first no prior recitation 
of their creation. Additionally, "said superset pinouf lacks prior antecedent basis. 
Pursuant to claim 19, the relation between layout variations and the rest of the claim is 
unclear. Layout variations cannot be eliminated where there is no prior recitation of 
their creation. Additionally, "said superset pinouf lacks prior antecedent basis. 
Pursuant to claim 20, the relation between layout and footprint changes and the rest of 
the claim is unclear. Layout and footprint changes cannot be reduced where there is 
first no prior recitation of their existence. 

6. Pursuant to claim 10, it is unclear what and which needs require accommodating. 
Pursuant to claim 12, the step of initiating is unclear within the context of the claim; i.e. 
what pins are being initiated and where is this occurring. 

Remarks 

7. Abstract: The abstract lacks narrative format. Claims language includes the 
term "comprising". A sample abstract could be: A method for generating superset 
pinouts for a family of devices. First, a pinlist is defined for each device within a family 
of devices. . .
